The Patrie defends the 
officers of the bank against the charge of neg- 
ligence in not prepa:ing to meet the demaud 
for small bills, and promises that an enor- 
mous quantity will be ready in a few days. 

Movements of the Emperor. 

The Figaro makes the following report of 
the movements of the Emperor: On Tuesday, 
the 16th, the Emperor, who bad not yet heard 
of the battle of that day, recelved the Mayor 
and Sub Perfect of Verdun and spoke encour- 
ageingly to them. He was then accompanied 
by the Prince Imperial, but was almost en- 
tirely without an escort. He went tothe rail- 
way station end demanded a train. The 
Officers of the road could farnish only 
@ third clase car, and the Emperor assured 
then he was satisfied with that. The Prince 
Imperial seemed greatly fatigued. The loco- 
motive preceded them to see that the road 
was clear, Next morning at daylight the 
Emperor reached Chalons. While at Meiz 
the Emperor issued the followirg order, which 
was printed and distributed among the offi- 
cers; “The Prussians commence an action by 
putting forward a small force, but placing 
heavy batteries behind them in good positions; 
they then forma line of sharpshooters who, 
under coves of woods, keep up a constant fire 
and gradually gain the flank of their enemy. 
When the sharpshooters are well engaged. 
the Prussians put forward strong bodies of 
troops, who try to approach as near to the 
hostile lines as possible unseen. Having giv- 
en these details, the Emperor concludes by 
directing his officers to imitate the tactics of 
the enemy. 

Paris, August 19.—The journal’s com- 
ment upon the fact announced by the Aus- 
trian press that the Pope has been compli- 
mentiog the King of Prussia on the success 
of his army. 

Expelled Germans. 

The Germans of the Northern States of 
the Confederation who have been expelled 
from France will go to Belgium, and those of 
the Southern States to Switzerland. The 
federal government of the latter country has 
ordered that German-speaking commiseanes 
shall be stationed at Geneva, Verriers and 
Nenfchatel, in order to assist the Ger- 
mans arriving there without money. 
The goveinment of the German States prom- 
es to refund to Switzerland all expenses in- 
curred in the relicf of refugees. Germans 
who can procure French ¢citizeos as sureties 
are permitted to leave their wives and chil- 
dren in France, 

Troops from Algeria for the French. 

The Constitutionnel says a native chief of 
Algeria is raising 20,000 cavairy for the 
French army, which will soon be ready to 
stalt at a moment's notice. Over 30,000 Al- 
gerian volunteers also demand leave to serve 
with the army of France. 

It ie noticeable that crowds of excited peo- 
ple no longer surround the Corpse Legislatit, 
at d the ordinary quiet of the city is fully re- 
stored. The intense popular interest is appa- 
rently cubsiding, ard there is much less fear 
of excess. The conduct of the people along 
the Boulevard Villette continues good. They 
aided the police against the rioter: of Monday, 
making many arrests themselves. Priace 
D’ Auvergne bas taken possession of the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs. Organizations of 
corps of sbharpshooters are becoming very 
numerous and will do good service.

Pending the Congreesional czuvass, it is 
very importent that Democrats every- 
where shall heod the advice of our Con 
greccicnal Committce and sce that their 
cendidates are mea to whose adm‘::ioa to 
Congress, if elected, there can be no ob- 
stacle, In determining this point regard 
must be had not only to the Fourteenth 
amendment but also to the iron-clad tes:- 
oath.

This excludes all citizens who, previous 
to the rebellion, had held any Federal or 
State office which required them to swear 
to support the Constitution; but it does 
net exclude anybody for simple participa- 
tion in the rebell'on, not even if he was 
an officer of the Con‘ederate goverament 
or a military officerin ita service. Hence 
some have inferred that such personas are 
not debaired from admission to Congress. 
By the Fourteenth amendment they are 
not, certainly; but what js called the iron- 
clad test-oath, whichis inflexibly admin- 
istered to the members, shuts out all who 
cannot take it. This oath, required by 
the act of July 2, 1863, which is still in 
force, 1s in the following words:

Ske was greatly 
agitated at secivg him, and, when asked to re- 
turn home, said that she could not; that she was 
no longer worthy of a piace in the home circle.

THE CHINESE MASSACRE.

Details of the Butche

The Hong Kong Daily Press furnishes the 

folowing ‘details of the dreadful massacre of 

the French residents at Tientein: 

Twenty-two have fallen victims, 
besides no less than from thirty to forty Chi- 
nese children at the schools, who were 
smothered in the vaults. 

The outbreak commenced about 10 or 11 
o’cloek ou the 2let, by a large mob surround - 
ing and stoning the Freneh Consulate. Upon 
this the Consul together with 
Mons. Simon, te Chung How’s Yamen, and in- 
duced that official to accompany them back to 
the Consulate. Aecording to the account 
given by the correspondent of the Evening 
Courter, on their way back they met the Che- 
hsien, and Chung How’s story is that tne 
Consul fired at the Che hsien, whereupon 
the mob rose and cut him down, killing him 
op tbe s 

Anotber version of Chung How’s story is to 
the « ffect that the French Con ul seeing him 
stoop fired at him. Apart from the inherent 
improbability of tuis story, andthe strong mo- 
tive whieh Chong How had for pattin about. 
one circumstance in coanection wi with 
sufficient to prove it to be an enture fabrica- 
tion. Chung How declared that the Freach 
Consul had en killed dy his side, and that 
he had the body in his keeping.
